_ between Parley’s and Emigration 
canyons east of Salt Lake City and 
four air tankers dumped retardant on 
the blaze Friday afternoon. Pollock 
said one of the air tankers was called 
away late Friday to drop retardant on 
a fire in Utah’s Uinta National 
Forest. 

She said the fire was within a mile 
of several homes in the area, but the 
wind was blowing the flames away 
from the structures. 

“At this point, there is no threat to 
any type structures,” Pollock said. 
Earlier, a Salt Lake radio station re- 
ported that 15 homes had been evacu- 
ated, but-a Salt Lake County sheriff's 
spokesman was unsure how many 
homes had been evacuated, other 
than to say “a few.” 

Salt Lake County Sheriffs dis- 
patcher Mel Fish said all roads in Em- 
igration Canyon were closed and the 
county was assisting in the firefight- 
ing effort. 

A Utah Highway Patrol dispatcher 
said the closed roads included State 
Highway 65 from Interstate 80 to 
East. Canyon Resort and Emigration 
Canyon from Hogel Zoo east of Salt 
Lake City East Canyon Resort, about 
30 miles east of Salt Lake City. 

Pollock said the cause was under 
investigation, but it may have been 
human-caused. 

The biggest fire burning Friday 
was a 2,000-acre inferno fanned by 
ridgetop winds near northern Utah’s 
Pineview Reservoir.

Jenkins repeatedly pointed out to 
Swapp that he was being punished, 
“Not for what you say, not for what 
you believe, but for what you did.” 

When Swapp was given the oppor- 
tunity to speak and was questioned by 
the judge, he said the truth of the 
situation would be made manifest and 


that. he would be delivered from the . 


court. “Truth cuts its own way,” said 
Swapp. 

Swapp acknowledged responsibil- 
ity for his actions and showed no visi- 
ble reaction when his sentence was 
read. He held strong to his proclama- 
tion that his actions were spiritually 
motivated. 

Swapp’s attorneys said, “Addam 
Swapp was determined to make a 
symbolic gesture.” One of his defend- 
ers described Swapp as the “most re- 
ligiously committed person” he had 
ever met. He said that Swapp had no 
alternative in his situation because of 
his religious nature. Swapp’s attor- 
ney said there was no record of crimi- 
nal or violent actions in Swapp’s past, 
and the uniqueness of the situation 
should be considered in the sentenc- 
ing 

aaistant U. S. Attorney Richard 
Lambert said the integrity for which 
Swapp’s attorneys praised the 
polygamist disturbed him very much. 
Lambert said Swapp’s integrity rep- 
resents the “warped and narrow 
views of integrity in the worst possi- 
ble sense.” 

U.S. Attorney Brent Ward said 
Swapp didn’t hesitate to put his chil- 
dren in extreme danger over the 13- 
day standoff. 

“He turned his home into an armed 
fortress where six children under 6 


years old were playing. There was the - 


loss of the life of an innocent man and

Two fires in the Provo vicinity have 
burned about 1,198 acres, said Uinta 
National Forest officers. 

Approximately 450 firefighters 
from states as far away as Minnesota, 
Michigan and New Mexico, are par- 
ticipating in extinguishing fires in 
Alpine and near Provo Canyon. 

According to Darlyn Birchfield, a 
Uinta National Forest fire dis- 
patcher, the Wallsburg Ridge fire, lo- 
cated across from the Deer Creek 
Reservoir, which is up Provo Canyon, 

started Sept. 1 around 4:10 p.m. and 
has burned 815 acres. 

“The fire was caused by a power 
line. An eagle flew into a power line; 
the power line broke and ignited the 
fire,” said Birchfield. 

She said 100 men were working on 
the fire Monday afternoon and that by 
the evening that number would be 
doubled. 

“We estimate that we are going to 
have the fire under control on the sev- 
enth (Wednesday),” she added. 

According to Birchfield, the fire is 
burning in some extremely steep ter- 
rain and the use of a helicopter will be 
necessary to stop the fire. 

“That means we are going to havea 
line all the way around it.” 

Loyal Clark, information officer of 
Uinta National Forest, said the fire in 
Alpine started from a campfire in a 
fire closure area at the Lone Peak

Wilderness. She said campfires are 
prohibited in that area because of the 
extreme fire conditions and the 
drought. 

“On this fire, we were extremely 
upset because it was person-caused 
and ... they were building a fire in an 
area they shouldn’t have been in the 
first place,” said Clark. 

“And then they left the fire burn- 
ing. It really concerns us that people 
don’t have enough consideration for 
the mountains and show disregard for 
the regulations we have asked them 
to follow.” 

Clark said the fire started “above 
what is called the Sliding Rock,” then 
burned North up the mountain. 

“Then over the next several days 
the wind shifted and took turns ... in 
the morning the fire would burn to the 
west, then when the winds would 
change, it would burn back toward 
the east getting a zig zag pattern,” 
she added. 

According to Clark, around 240 
firefighters, including crews from 
New Mexico, Idaho, Michigan, and 
Minnesota, contained the fire Sunday 
night and were expected to have it 
controlled Monday around 6 p.m. 

“We had to go a long distance to get 
firefighters because everybody is so 
busy on the fires in Yellowstone,” she 
said. 

She stated that this is considered a 
major fire, not for its size, but be- 
cause of its location as it had threat- 
ened homes in the area for two days. 


Brezhnev’s son-in-law indicted

MOSCOW — Officials plied Leonid I. Brezhnev’s son- 
in-law with cases of wine, rare fruit and huge bribes, 
prosecutors alleged Monday in a corruption indictment so 
long that its reading caused a judge to nod off. 

The trial of Yuri Churbanov and eight co-defendants 
began Monday before a three-judge military tribunal, and 
is giving Soviet citizens an unaccustomed glimpse of in- 


trigue and high living in the Kremlin. 


Five young soldiers from the Interior Ministry, where 
Churbanov once worked, guarded the nine defendants. 
Tass said the eyes of the senior guard, who appeared to be 
about 20, “open wide each time the figure of another bribe ’ 


is mentioned.” 


Churbanov married Galina Brezhnev in 1971 when her 
father was running the Kremlin, which he did for 18 years. 

She has been ill and did not attend Monday’s session but 
plans to come later “tosgive moral support to her hus- 
band,” who could be sentenced to death, said Churbanov’s © 
lawyer, Andrei Makarov. She probably will testify. 

Official media reported extensively on the trial, whichis 


expected to last about two months. 


In the indictment were details of charges that Chur- 
banov, 51, accepted bribes totaling 656,888 rubles ($1.04 
million) while serving as first deputy interior minister.

So long was the indictment, apparently based on inter- 
rogation of the accused, that the prosecutor and one judge 
fell asleep at one point. 

It said co-defendants were among those who bribed 
Churbanov. The gifts to him included a valuable carpet, 
two china tea sets, regular supplies of wine, cognac, 
pomegranates, grapes and other hard-to- find fruit flown 


to him via the Soviet airline Aeroflot from Uzbekistan. 


Those items and money came from top officials in the 
Republic in Soviet Central Asia, including some of the 
eight co-defendants. 

Churbanov also requested and received construction 


materials from the Interior Ministry and the Defense 


Ministry provided by men from military construction 
units to build him a summer house, the indictment said. 
He was quoted as saying gift-giving was merely a sign 
of friendship in Uzbekistan. 
Authorities say Churbanovy was the central figure in a 
web of embezzlement and bribery extending from Uzbek- 
istan to Moscow. His trial is considered part of Soviet 


leader Mikhail S. Gorbachev’s effort to separate his lead- 


ership from the cronyism and corruption of the Brezhnev 
years, 1964 to 1982. It signals that officials will be held 
strictly accountable and corruption will not be tolerated. 


Utah lures investments 


Japan pours millions into state economy

Utah is one of the best places in the 
United States for investment in high- 
technology research and develop- 
ment, according to an international 
business expert from the Utah state 
government. 

Osamu Hoshino, director of the 
Utah International Business Devel- 
opment of the Department of Com- 
munity and Economic Development, 
said around 20 Japanese high-technol- 
ogy companies have been investing in 
Utah. 

According to Hoshino, the total 
amount of Japanese investments in 
Utah was $20 million in 1986. “How- 
ever, I don’t know whether the 
amount will increase or decrease this 
year, even though we are facing a 
current yen-dominated, dollar-subor- 
dinated exchange rate.” 

He said, “Utah’s education level is 
very high, and Utah is surrounded by 
beautiful nature,” compared with 
other states. Such an environment 
makes Utah an ideal place for the re- 


-very educated people, 


search and development of biotech- 
nology, biomedicine, space technol- 
ogy, computer hardware and 
software, and natural resources. 

Icon International Inc., which pro- 
duces computer hardware and soft- 
ware in Orem, is a 65-percent invest- 
ment company from one of the major 
Japanese electronic companies, 
Sanyo Electronic Co. in Tokyo. 

According to Dennis Fairclough, 
president of Icon, he was introduced 
to a Sanyo engineer in July of 1984. 

After some discussion with the en- 
gineer, he flew to Japan to meet top 
executives of Sanyo at their head- 
quarters in Tokyo and signed an 
agreement in Nov. 1984, he said. 

Fairclough said, “They (top Sanyo 
exectives) were very interested in 
technology and marketing capabili- 
ties we had” and the profitable envi- 
ronment in Provo. 

“Provo is the best place for 
Japanese investors, especially high 
technology fields, because we have 
dedicated hard workers,” and two 
well-known universities nearby, the 
University of Utah and Brigham 
Young University, which graduate 
Fairclough 
said.

Secret payload launched by Air Force 


VANDENBERG AIR FORCE BASE, Calif. — A Titan 2 rocket that once sat 
in a silo armed with a nuclear warhead was launched into space Monday, 
carrying a secret Air Force payload believed to be four spy satellites designed 
to eavesdrop on Soviet ships. 

The launch marked the first time one of the refurbished missiles had been 
used as a space booster, and apparently was the second time U.S. spy satel- 
lites had been sent into orbit in less than a week. 

“It was a spectacular launch with all systems operating as expected,” said 
Air Force Capt. Norma Payne. 

But the spokeswoman added that officials would not know for two to three 
days whether the classified payload achieved its intended polar orbit circling 
the Earth. 

“They are very important for being keeping track of the Soviet fleet,” said 
Space Policy Analyst John Pike. 

Pike said the launch “consists of one mother satellite and three sub-satel- 
lites,” and that when orbit is reached, the mother satellite deploys the other 
three spacecraft so all four are strung out a few hundred miles from each other 
in polar orbit. 

“Today’s Titan2 launch is the first of three new boosters the Air Force will 
launch this year,” said Air Force Secretary Ed C. Aldridge. 


Parade of celebs, victims appeal for MDA 


LAS VEGAS — Jerry Lewis, vowing to tug at the hearts of viewers, used a 
parade of celebrities and emotional appeals from victims Monday to raise a 
record $41,132,113 in his 28rd annual Labor Day telethon to fight muscular 
dystrophy. 

The 21 1/2-hour event also featured appearances by corporate sponsors who 
contributed $34,379,537 not included in the telethon’s final tote. This year’s 
figure exceeded by about $2.1 million the previous record of $39,021,723. 

“The success of the show is a tribute to the warmth and generosity of the 
American people, who go further each year in supporting MDA’s fight against 
muscle diseases,” Lewis said following the show. 

Because of the longevity..and the money raised up to this year — 
$443,182,370 — the annual Labor Day event has become known as “the” 
telethon. 

Lewis, in opening the annual event Sunday evening, promised “there is light 
at the end of the tunnel” in the long battle against neuromuscular diseases. 


Firefighters brace for expected winds 


WEST YELLOWSTONE, Mont. — Heavy smoke from forest fires cut 
visibility in this tourist town to fewer than two blocks Monday as firefighters 
tried to make the most of a lull in the winds to prepare for stiff winds expected 
to buffet the area Tuesday. 

“Our timing is very critical on this,” said Brian Avery, a senior fire official 
with the U.S. Forest Service. “We're expecting some very high winds, start- 
ing Tuesday.” 

The North Fork fire was about 21/2 miles away from West Yellowstone at its 
closest point Monday. 

The fire grew by about 2,500 to 3,000 acres Sunday, creeping to within three 
miles of Old Faithful Geyser, and covered about 141,900 acres, said fire 
information officer Cathy Good. 

Avery said fire officials were confident that they could protect the town of 
750 people from the flames should the fire advance in this direction.

Forecasts called for winds to reach speeds of 25 to 30 mph by Tuesday. 


Drug-fighting bill stamped bipartisan 
WASHINGTON — The House Democratic leadership has stamped a show- 
case drug-fighting bill bipartisan and is trying to secure GOP support by 
permitting votes on conservative-inspired issues like the death penalty. 

The strategy, devised by Speaker Jim Wright of Texas, could produce an 
overwhelming majority for legislation that incumbents from both parties could 
use in their election races. 

Debate begins Wednesday, and a final vote could take place Friday. The 
Senate will then follow with its own drug bill and the two versions would 
eventually be merged into final legislation. The bipartisan approach could 
blunt any Republican plans to paint Democrats as soft on crime — a theme 
already sounded by Vice President George Bush. 

However, House Republicans will have guaranteed votes on amendments 
that advance their political agenda. The key issues will be a federal death 
penalty, denial of federal benefits and state driver’s licenses to drug users, and 
a “good faith” exception to admit illegally seized drug evidence, §

Suits dismissed against Morton Thiokol 


SALT LAKE CITY — A federal judge Friday dismissed two lawsuits against 
space shuttle rocket-maker Morton Thiokol, rejecting $3 billion in damage 
claims filed by a former engineer who warned against the ill-fated 1986 
Challenger launch. . 

After more that six months of deliberations, U.S. District Judge David K. 
Winder issued a 36-page ruling granting Morton Thiokol’s motions for dis- 
missal of the suits filed by Roger Boisjoly, who left the company in July 1986, 
citing physical ailments and alleged mental torment. 

Telephone calls to Boisjoly’s Willard residence were answered by machine. 
He did not immediately return messages. 

His attorney, Robert Levin, said from his office in Washington, D.C., that a 

decision had not been made on whether to appeal Winder’s ruling to the 10th 

Circuit Court of Appeals in Denver. 

“T obviously wish it was better news than we got,” Levin said. “(But) I 
haven’t seen it yet, and I obviously can’t comment on a ruling I haven’t seen.” 

Morton Thiokol officials were “elated,”’said company spokesman Ed Snow. 
“The dismissal of these two suits completely vindicates Morton Thiokol.”

She said if the companies ship prod- 
ucts from Utah to the West Coast or 
the central states, it will be tremen- 
dously expensive because of the great 
distance to major population centers.

Armies feed homeless in Bangladesh

BAILTALI, Bangladesh — Barefoot 
women, among the millions of home- 
less in flooded Bangladesh, clam- 
bered from boats Monday onto the 
only strip of this village still above 
water and surrounded army officers 
who doled out food. 

They pushed each other in the light 
rain to get at the giant cooking pots. 
They stuffed fistfuls of cooked rice 
and lentils into their own pots and 
bowls, or into the folds of their mud- 
stained saris. 

Floods have submerged three- 
fourths of the nation and claimed at 
least 406 lives this summer, according 
to official figures. Daily tallies in 
Dhaka newspapers put the death toll 
at 1,015. . 

More than 92,000 people are known 
to suffer from diarrhea and 5,715 
more from dysentery, the Health 
Ministry said. 

Taslimur Rahman, joint secretary 
of the ministry, told reporters in the 
capital of Dhaka that people get the 
diseases by drinking impure water, 
often the very flood water that ma- 
roons them. 

,Officials ..say,.. water,.purification 
tablets are being distiibuted but resi- 


dents of Bailtali,a-village of 2,000:

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Temple Square attendance breaks records 


This summer’s record number of 
visitors to Salt Lake City’s historic 
Temple Square has brightened the 
economic picture in the city and the 
state, according to a recent survey. 

Results of the survey come on the 
heels of two successive record-break- 
ing months on Temple Square. There 
were more than one and a quarter 
million visitors during June and July. 

The survey of 1,000 visitors to 
Temple Square, conducted over a 
four-week period, revealed that 66.2 
percent of them stayed between one 
and seven nights in Salt Lake City, 
thus boosting the income of the hotel, 
motel, restaurant and service indus- 
tries. pare 
“The survey has provided some in- 
teresting and startling information,” 
said Temple Square spokesman Quig 
Nielsen, who explained that those 
questioned were selected at random 


during the last three weeks of July 
and the first week of August. 

To insure the objectivity of the sur- 
vey, only one person from each family 
or group was interviewed. 

Of those interviewed, 23.8 percent 
came from 26 foreign countries. West 
Germany led the foreign groups with 
5.2 percent, while Canada sent 3.8 
percent. 

Sizable contingents also came from 
countries such as England, Japan, 


- Australia, Israel, Mexico, Korea and 


China. 

Domestically, California led the 
way by providing 10 percent of those 
interviewed. 

Utah was next with 7.5 percent, 
Nielsen said, but added that every 
other state and the District of Colum- 
bia were represented in the survey. 

The southern tier of states con- 
tributed 17 percent of the total num-

Thousands of Cougar football fans 
who want to attend a BYU home 
game, but are stranded without 
transportation in Weber, Davis. or 
Salt Lake counties, can take advan- 
tage of the Utah Transit Authority’s 
“Football flyer” bus system, which 
will transport them to Cougar sta- 
dium via the I-15 freeway. 

According to UTA spokesman 
Craig Rasmussen, on game day 29 
buses avoid traffic in Provo by driving 
in a convoy through Provo streets. 
The buses are given first priority 
ieeouglt intersections by Provo. Po- 
ice. 

Rasmussen said the shuttle service 
is ideal for those who wish to avoid the 
traffic jams and long lines caused 
when 60,000 people attend the same 
event. 

Departure times for the buses de- 
pend on the departure location. They 
range from two hours to two hours 
and 45 minutes before game time. 

In Weber County the pickup spot 
for fans will be Ogden High School. In 
Davis County pickups will be at 
Davis, Viewmont and Woods Cross 
high schools. Salt Lake County 
pickup spots are West, Highland, 
Skyline, Cottonwood, Granger, 
Brighton, Taylorsville, West Jordan, 
Alta and Jordan high schools. 

According to Rasmussen, round 
trip fare for the football flyer ranges 
from $3 to $5 depending on the pickup 
site. Passengers are advised that 
they can present a transfer slip to 


vendors at the game and receive a — 


discount price on the football game 
program. Rasmussen said those trav- 
eling to the game by bus will be able to 
listen to the Cougar pre- and post- 
game shows on KSL radio. 

People can park at University Mall 
or Price Savers in south Provo and

Going up in an army helicopter was 
one of those things I’d always had on 
my list of “things to do before I die,” 
right along with hang gliding into 
Rice Stadium in a royal blue and 
white hang glider during a BY U/Utah 
football game and driving 170 mph 
through Nevada ina loud Ferrari. 

Well, I got my chance recently 
when the BYU Army ROTC was tak- 
ing its cadets up from the Harman 
Building Field for helicopter familiar- 
ization exercises (I figured that was 
what they called recruiting in covert 
military jargon). 

I wasn’t let down. It was definitely 
one of the most exhilarating experi- 
ences I’ve had while at college. 

The pilots guided the copter on a 
circular course over Provo, Orem and 
through Provo canyon before setting 
back down at the Harman Building 
Field. 

Throughout the whole experience I 
kept thinking, “If this is what it’s all 
about, I’m signing up as soon as we 
get back on the ground.” 
- Of course, the ROTC program 

doesn’t consist of just taking heli- 
copter rides over Provo every day, 
there’s a lot more to it than that. For 
many, it’s a way of breaking into the 
career of their choice. 

“ROTC is leadership,” said Cadet 
Pat Brown, a senior from Philadel- 
phia, Pa., majoring in Japanese. “The 
program is used to prepare future of- 
ficers. I’m planning on a career in lin- 
guistics.” 

Brown, who served an LDS mis- 
sion in Japan before becoming in- 
volved in the ROTC, is typical of

Police during the next three weeks 
will inform students on ways to avoid 
sexual assault, said BYU Police 
Crime Prevention Officer, Paul 
Bringhurst. 

Bringhurst said in 1986 there were 
21 rapes in Provo, but in 1987, the 
number dropped to nine. He hopes 
awareness of protection measures has 
helped reduce the number of rapes. 

“This seminar is not given because 
there is a big problem with rape, but 
because a prevention plan can help 
stop problems that people may 
face,”said Bringhurst. 

First, students should understand 
that there is not a single most impor- 
tant or most effective method to pro- 
tect against rape or sexual assault, 
said Bringhurst. 
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knowing a variety of defense methods 
for protection. 

“These measures are designed in a 
way that if any fail, you will not be 
worse off than you were in the first 
place,” said Bringhurst. Both passive 
and aggressive restraint measures 
will be talked about in the seminar. 

Second, students need to trust 
their own feelings in any given situa- 
tion, said Bringhurst. “If you feel un- 
comfortable in any setting, then you 
need to remove yourself and get 
help.” 

“Don’t let martial arts or a can of 
mace be a false sense of security,” 
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ROTC offers leadership, career benefits 


many returned missionaries that sign 
with the army in linguistics or any of 
the many other fields offered. 

"The ROTC also offers scholarships 
to help students finance their college 
educations,” said Brown. 

According to Captain Thomas H. 
Henderson, U.S. Army Enrollment 
Counselor, there are introductory 
courses students can take to find out if 


they are interested in a career in the 


armed forces. 

Freshmen and sophomores are of- 
fered the basic leadership course. Ju- 
niors and seniors receive the ad- 
vanced training course. All courses 
fall under the Military Science head- 
ing in the class schedule. According to 
Henderson, anyone entering the ad- 
vanced training course is obliged to 
commit to a commission in the army. 
“That’s when you contract to go on 
after graduation.” 

“The best way for someone to find 
out if they like it is to take a class. If 
they don’t like it, they’re not obli- 
gated to go on,” said Lieutenant 
David Spencer, a graduate of the 
BYU program who received his army 
commission this April. 

"The army offers just about every 
kind of career possible,” said Hender- 
son. “The army is a micro-society. 
Everything you find in the civilian 
atmosphere is found in the army.” 

"BYU (the national ROTC champi- 
ons) has one of the best programs in 
the nation,” said Colonel Robert F. 
Turbyfill, an instructor of military 
science at BYU. “There is a lot of 
national respect for BYU cadets.” 

According to Turbyfill, the ROTC 
will hold its field training exercise 
Sept. 8 and 9 at Camp Williams near 
the Point of the Mountain.

Parents Anonymous support 
groups are also held on a weekly basis 
where parents act as a support sys- 
tem for each other. 

While parents attend these classes, 
volunteers are needed to supervise 
and play with the children in the nurs- 
ery. 
“Many of these children need spe- 
cial love, attention and friendship 
that the volunteers can offer,” said 
Findeis. 

Volunteers work the same three 
hour shift each week, and are asked to 
commit to stay with the agency for at 
least three months. While working in 
the nursery, volunteers also answer 
the Phone Pal line, which Findeis 
calls a “warm line” for kids. Volun- 
teers are given extensive training in 
preparation for this work. 

“Volunteers attend an orientation 
meeting to familiarize them with the 
center’s policies and services, as well 
as to learn their role and responsibili- 
ties. 

There are no formal qualifications 
for volunteers, but it is suggested in- 
dividuals be responsible, concerned 


individuals who work well with chil- 
dren. 

The Family Support Center is also 
very involved in community educa- 
tion. Volunteers are needed to teach 
Positive Parenting Classes to high 
school students, where they discuss 
alternatives to abuse. 

Presentations are made during 
school hours, but the time varies each 
week. Generally, volunteers work 
three hours a week. 

The Sexual Abuse Prevention pro- 
gram is also in need of several volun- 
teers. After considerable training, 
volunteers train teachers and other 
volunteers who will be making the 
prevention presentations. 

Findeis said that both the Positive 
Parenting and Sexual Abuse Preven- 
tion volunteers need to have had some 
experience teaching and need to feel 
comfortable in front of large groups. 

Prospective volunteers will be in- 
terviewed. 

Individuals’ interested in volun- 
teering at the Family Support Center
